HUMAN RIGHTS---II.

It is sometimes difficult to deter- 
mine whether a particular phase of 
conduct should be regulated in a so- 
cial way or be left to the discretion 
of each person. 

One of these points is the matter 
of dress. 

Should it be regarded as a mis- 
demeanor fora woman to wear 
pants, or fora man to wear skirts? 
It is plain that if it is not a misde- 
meanor 1t should not be a point in 
human law. Should there be laws 
against polygamy? I have never 
seen any good reason assigned for 
them. 


There are good reasons why 
many should not marry atall, and 
if we could manage it so as to pre- 
vent the coming of imbeciles, and 


those of criminal inclinations it 
seems to me it would have an ethi- 
cal justification. There is no doubt 
that a high tariff makes it possible 
for our manufacturers to pay a 
much higher wage rate than could 
obtain without it; but whether it is 
justifiable or not depends on more 
than one fact. 

We have laws against Sunday 
breaking, and there are many who 
believe it a shame that they are not 
better enforced. If working on Sun- 
day is demoralizing to the parties 
who do it, and their example is like- 
ly to lead many of the rising gener- 
ation to perdition, society must have 
the right to forbid the work, and if 
a majority fully believe it, it is their 
duty. Sometimes it is right to do 
a great wrong. 

It was right for the Puritans to 
be severe in their efforts to . have 
their children reared away from evil 
influences, and to execute the sup- 
posed witches, because it was in 
obedience to the popular conscience. 

How far people are justified in 
standing for compulsory vaccination 
depends much more on how sincere 
they are than on its abstract injuri- 
ous foolishness. 

While recognizing these facts, 
those who can take acomprehensive 
view must continue to teach truth 
as nearly in its fullness as possible. 

Many thing are right for society 
to doin ignorance that becomes 
wrong with enlightment. 

When we come to examine the 
social aspect we find that individu- 
al rights are largely merged in, mo- 
dified by social rights, and we also 
see that the limit of social interfer- 
ance with personal prerogatives 
must be determined by the social 
judgment. 

This is not only so in one matter; 
but in all matters. Whether this 
judgement isright or not, it is, must 
be, and it ought to be the court of 
last resort. The reformer’s mission 
is to educate this judgment and 
make it wiser and wiser as time 
goes on. 

Society determines under what 
rules one may become the owner of 
land, and it may determine that 
there shall be no private holdings of 
the soil. The same is true concern- 
ing every specie of personal proper- 
ty. 

Frequently rules are made for 
people to pay fora license to keep 
a deg, and otherstipulations are at- 
tached, such as the wearing of a col- 
lar on the neck bearing the owners 
name, who isheld liable forthe dam- 
age the dog may do. 

Laws are made concerning the 
keeping of stallions and bulls. In 
many places the owners of all kinds 
of stock are made responsible for 
damages they may do totheir meigh- 
bors crops. 

In other places they are not re- 
garded as responsible unless the 
damaged parties have whatis called 
a lawful fence.

Killed by Self Suggestion. 


It is a fact well known to medical 


men that the mental states affect 
the body, that much evil is wrought 
by the imagination.

far above the freezing point. The 
story is told in a Russian newspa- 
per.

What he suffered no pen 
can tell. Some idea is formed of it 
from sentences written on the floor 
in chalk.

Farther on, in a corner, this 
was written: ‘‘People say that a 
stupor comes on men who are freez- 
ing.

When the train arrived.at the sta- 
tion twenty miles on the route, the 
car was opened and the man was 
dead. The refrigerating apparatus 
was out of order. The temperature 
was 56 degrees Fahrenheit, 24 de- 
grees above freezing point.

“No woman of ordinary intelligence 
could pass much time in Colorado with- 
out realizing the marvelous effect of 
the ballot on the women themselves in 
its enlargement of their intellectual 
life and the redeeming of conversation- 
al interests to a far more significant 
quality. 

“The tone of conversation at wom- 
en’s lunches, at receptions, at clubs or 
in mere incidental meetings is so in- 
finitely redeemed to a higher signifi-

Experiences of Father Gapon. 


In the current number of the 
“Strand Magazine,” Father Gapon, 
the Russian revolutionist, has begun 
to tell the Story of his Life. Speak- 
ing of the loss of his wife, he nar- 
tates the following experiences :— 

‘I believed then, and I believe 
now, in the spirit of God; but since 
the death of my wife, and the period 
of stupor that followed that terrible 
loss, I had to live through some ex- 
periences that are responsible for an 
addition to the number of my earliet 
beliefs. -One of these experiences
